GLADIATORS 

OF THE 
MEADOW 


(PELIVANI con'td) 

This sport of the people was encouraged by 
Turkish beys, who used to keep ten or more 
wrestlers in their households to compete in con¬ 
tests. These men enjoyed special treatment and 
at the same time formed the bey's personal guard. 

Several styles of wrestling were practised in 
this period: "close-in fighting", "belt-holding", 
and other lesser known forms, all similar to 
classical Greek wrestling. The styles mentioned 
were also cultivated in Bosnia-Herzegovina, Lika, 
and in other parts of what is now Yugoslavia. 

"Pelivanstvo" is still popular in Macedonia 
today, being part of the local folklore like folk 
songs and dances. It was adapted by the Turks, 
the Albanians living in Macedonia and the Mace¬ 
donians themselves. However, this type of 
popular wrestling did not catch on in Kosovo, 
except around the village of Dragas near the town 
of Prizren. In Macedonia, wrestling contests are 
held in villages near the towns of Skopje, Tetovo, 
Gostivar, Kicevo, Prilep, Bitola, Strumica, 

Radovi^ and Negotino. The bouts take place at 
weddings and other private celebrations, but are 
also organised by local communities and other 
social organisations on national holidays. In 
the village of Studenicani nearr.^Skop je avgrand 
wrestling competition is held to mark October 11th, 
the day when the Macedonians rose up against the 
occupiers in 1941. 

These wrestling contests start in spring, when 
the weather begins to get warm, and continue till 
late autumn, before the first snow. In the morn¬ 
ing the villages resound with the penetrating 
strains of the "zurla" (a kind of clarinet), 
accompanied by beating drums, which announces 
the wrestling contests and invites the villagers 
to come and watch the matches in the meadows on the

". . . They grabbed at each other and bent 
low over the green grass. They struggled 
for three full days. Marko would not give way. 
Nor could Musa be thrown down." 

This description of a wrestling match 
appears in an old folk song about Prince Marko, 
a legenday hero from the time when most of 
present-day Yugoslavia was ruled by the 
Turks. 

During the Turkish occupation a form of 
outdoor wrestling called "pelivanstvo" 
was extremely popular in some parts of Macedonia.

-milage outskirts. When the people from 
this and neighbouring villages have assembled 
contests being between young wrestlers of the 
fourth and third categories. The "Pelivan" 
wrestlers are divided into four categories, 
themselves selecting the group to which they 
belong. The best are the "Pelivani", 
followed by the "Basatli, the "Bujukorta", 
and the "ducukorta". 

Bottles of cooking oil are opened and 
the greasy yellow liquid is rubbed over the 
bodies of the fighters - hands, arms, chest 
and feet, and then over the leather breeches, 
which is all the contestants wear. There are 
several reasons for this. In the first place 
a greased skin offers protection against the 
more powerful hand holds, thus preventing 
serious injury. Secondly more skill is 
necessary to make winning throws. Moreover, 
the oil conserves energy so a fighter can 
wrestle for several hours - in earlier times, 
as long as two or three days - until the bout 
is decided. 

There is no "ring" in the accepted sense: 
the competition area is a circle formed by 
the spectators. Before the contest starts, 
every wrestler runs once round the "ring", 
greeting his supporters as he goes. 

The jury consists of former wrestlers or 
the oldest connoisseurs of this people’s 
sport. It is they who pronounce the ~r 
winner and their word is law. 

The host or organiser rewards the winners 
by categories. Usually, the winning "Peli- 
van" receives a large ram, a calf or cow* 
Prizes are also given to winners in other 
categories, but these are much smaller, 
sometimes quite symbolic.

There are various ways of choosing the win¬ 
ner, as the "jury 11 decides: 

- whoever lifts his opponent three hand- 
breadths off the ground, 

- whoever pins his opponent down on one 
shoulder, 

- whoever pins his opponent down on both 
shoulder-blades, (a touch). Recently, only 
this last variation has been recognised. 

There is no points system in "Pelivanstvo", 
the stronger man wins. The fast rythms of the 
"zurla" and drums announce the end of each 
contest and the victor . . But the music 
doesn’t stop there, it goe^ on to announce the 
next two fighters, soun^^ng loudly over meadow 
and village. 

In former times the wrestlers were designated 
by the Moslem priests. Boys over ten years of 
age were presented with leather necklets with 
an inscription from the Koran saying that they 
would become "Pelivani”. A boy who received

such a necklet felt great pride and started 
training to be a wrestler from his earliest 
youth. 

After the bout, each winning wrestler runs 
a lap of honour in front of'the spectators, 
who usually reward him by sticking banknotes 
to his forehead. 

The last contest is between the top "Peli- 
vani". The end of the day’s events is marked 
by long notes sounded on the ,T Zurle M to the 
accompaniment of drumbeats. The musical 
message goes out at intervals, travelling far 
and wide over hills and valleys as the sun 
slowly sets, telling people that the wrestling 
has_ come Jzo. an end between the gladiators 
of the meadow whose prowess was admired by 
thousands of men, women and children from 
this and the surrounding villages. And 
tales are spun of their strength and skill 
until the time comes for a fresh contest 
elsewhere in this ancient sport.

Cook the 
leaves in salted water for about ten 
minutes until tender. Remove from water, 
drain and chop coarsely. Melt the butter 
over low heat. Stir in the flour slowly, 
so that lumps do not form. When a golden 
roux has been made, add the cabbage and 
season with salt and pepper. Allow to 
cook for a few minutes. Add the sour cream 
and cook for a minute or two longer. Melt 
a little butter and fry the diced roll in 
it to make croutons. Sprinkle the croutons 
over the cabbage and serve immediately,

2 eggs, separated 
1/2 c. cottage cheese 
1 tbsp cream 

3 t)sp breadcrumbs 
1 tbaking powder 


1 c. pitted cherries 
1 tbsp sugar 
1 tbsp grated lemon 
peel 

1 tsp cinnamon 
1/4 tsp salt 


Beat the egg yolks. Beat in the sugar. 

Add the cheese, cream, lemon peel, cin¬ 
namon, salt and breadcrumbs. Mix well. 

Beat the egg whites so that they form peaks. 
Fold into the egg and cheese mixture. Pour 
the batter into a well greased and floured 
cake pan. Place the cherries on the batter. 
Bake at 375° for about one hour. Sprinkle 
with confectioner T s sugar. Serve hot or cold,
